Tech students construct Christmas

Morgan County Area Technology 
Center students from Morgan and 
Menifee counties are spreading Christ- 
mas cheer once again with their annual 
holiday light project, creating more 
than 30 new pieces currently displayed 
on West Liberty streets. 

The project, which began in 2005 
with West Liberty Tourism Commis- 
sion funding, is a collaborative effort 
of high school students participating in 
the center’s welding and auto body pro- 
grams instructed by Scott Linkous and 



Eddie Sheets. 

“This has been a great project for our 
students,” Sheets said. “They are apply- 
ing the skills they have learned in class 
to doing something good for the com- 
munity. Everyone here is extremely 
proud to be a part of that.” 

The student-constructed holiday mo- 
tifs are immediately noticeable at dusk 
on utility poles along west Main Street, 
Prestonsburg Street and Route 7, as well 
as on the ground at Old Mill Park fol- 
lowing an intensive preparation pro- 
cess.

The West Liberty Volunteer Fire De- 
partment unveiled its new firetruck to 
the public on Monday afternoon, with 
various local, state and federal dignitar- 
ies participating in a key presentation 
ceremony at City Hall.

Stacy, with Magistrate Frankie Spencer 
and Judge Executive Tim Conley vot- 
ing no. 

A previous vote yielded a tie with 
magistrates Potter, Cantrell and Riggsby 
voting yes, and magistrates Spencer and 
Stacy and Judge Conley voting no. 

The policy honors O’Connor’s re- 
quest for payment to become effective 
in July 2008, but with retroactive com- 
pensation dating to January 2007.

ting in the gas for a long time, 
and it’s about time the county 
filled up for once.” 

Judge Conley maintained that 
the court had previously offered 
to furnish office space in the 
county government building for 
O’Connor, who refused the pro- 
posal. 

In other business, County 
Treasurer Tommy Phipps pre- 
sented his monthly financial re- 
port, during which Magistrate 
Riggsby announced he had re- 
cently discussed county mon- 
etary woes with Tom Dobson, a 
state local government finance 
advisor from the Governor’s Of- 
fice of Local Development 
(GOLD). 

“Mr. Dobson told me the 
county would run out of money 
in February,” Riggsby said. “This 
concerns me, and I would like to 
know if there are any expendi- 
tures the county could cut to help 
make up for this.” 

Phipps reiterated that many 
items in the current meager bud- 
get - approved in June to avoid 
the passage of a county wide pay- 
roll tax - are mandatory and can- 
not be excluded. 

“There will be a cash flow 
problem,” Phipps said. “We are 
trying to watch line items to stay 
within budget limits, but it is a 
tight budget and there are no ma- 
jor funds coming anytime soon. 
I am afraid the road fund will be 
very short depending on upcom- 
ing expenses for winter road 
maintenance.” 

Phipps also said though the 
court can borrow money from 
other funds to replenish the road 
fund, interfund monies must be 
repaid to their original funds by 
the fiscal year’s end. 

Following Phipps’s report, the 
court approved such interfund 
transfers including a total of 
$21,000 from the general fund 
(which previously included 
$1,226,000) to the road fund for 
rock and salt.

utilize the firm’s portable toilet 
service at the garbage transfer 
station despite rumors of a com- 
pany shutdown. 

“We had heard there is a ru- 
mor going around that Jennings 
Septic Service is going out of 
business,” Blair said. “That is not 
true; we’re not sure where that 
story originated. Though there 
has been a problem with misin- 
formation, we hope the county 
will continue to use our portable 
units.” 

Court members voted 4-2 to 
bid out the service in January, but 
to allow Jennings Septic Service 
continue the service until the fis- 
cal year’s end. Those approving 
were magistrates Potter, Riggsby 
and Spencer and Judge Conley, 
while those opposing were mag- 
istrates Cantrell and Stacy.

“These features should in- 
crease firefighting and water 
pumping capabilities. Our 
firefighters can now be suited up 
before arriving at a fire scene, 
and can pump a total of 3,500 
gallons of water per minute with 
the combined department fleet.” 

Fire officials noted the truck 
has not yet been used on a fire 
call.

Beshear's Moves May 
Reduce Partisan 
Acrimony

Dec. 16 — Gov. Steve 
Beshear looked mostly forward 
in his workmanlike, high-minded 
inaugural address last Tuesday, 
but some of us kept having flash- 
backs. 

In one of the parade's horse- 
drawn carriages were five of the 
seven living former governors — 
not counting Ernie Fletcher, who 
was in the ceremonial limbo be- 
tween leaving office at midnight 
and leaving the public stage in 
the afternoon. Fletcher is now the 
only living Republican who has 
been governor. Those in the car- 
riage were all Democrats: Paul 
Patton, our chief magistrate from 
1995 to 2003; Brereton Jones, 
1991-95; Martha Layne Collins, 
1983-87; Julian Carroll, 1974- 
79; and Wendell Ford, 1971-74. 

The missing links in that chain 
were the two Democrats who 
won the office in large measure 
through great investment of per- 
sonal wealth: Wallace Wilkinson, 
1987-91, now deceased; and 
John Y. Brown Jr., who's still put 
out with Beshear for starting a tit- 
for-tat battle that left room for 
Wilkinson and his promise of a 
state lottery in the 1987 primary. 
(The Millionaire Democrats Club 
also includes Jones and Patton, 
but their big personal invest- 
ments came in the 1987 primary 
for lieutenant governor, won by 
Jones.) 

The missing links in the gu- 
bernatorial chain seemed appro- 
priate, because Beshear's inaugu- 
ration was in some ways a return 
to the days before money came 
to dominate races for governor. 

Beshear's initial appointees 
include many figures from those 
days. The master of ceremonies 
at midnight and in the afternoon 
was Tom Preston, Kentucky's 
most accomplished practitioner 
of public relations. He was Ford's 
press secretary as governor and 
in the first of four terms in the 
U.S. Senate, and now seems to 
be Beshear's message master. 

Ford was a mentor for many, 
including Beshear and Collins, 
who arguably was the last gov- 
ernor elected mainly on the 
strength of political organization. 
She was the state's first and only 
woman governor, but the most 
traditional candidate of 1983. 

The next two governors were 
yin and yang politically, but es- 
sentially outsiders — Wilkinson 
a hard-nosed businessman, Jones 
a reformer who disdained much 
of traditional politics. Patton, a 
former Pike County judge-execu- 
tive, was a traditional type 
elected in the only race where 
candidates limited their spend- 
ing, but he won because his party 
did a better job of raising money 
and bending the rules. 

Thanks to a constitutional 
change Jones supported, Patton 
became the first governor in 200 
years to serve two full, four-year 
terms in succession. But his sex 
scandal led to Fletcher's election, 
and Fletcher's personnel scandal 



led to Beshear's election. 

Much has happened since 
Beshear last ran for governor. 
Now one of the bigger questions 
about him and his fellow 
graybeards is whether they can 
adapt to changed times. The leg- 
islature in which he served in the 
1970s has been independent of 
governors for almost 30 years, 
and Republicans have controlled 
the Senate for eight. 

It was encouraging that 
Beshear met Wednesday with 
Senate President David Will- 
iams, who had tweaked him the 
day before for having no Repub- 
licans in his cabinet other than 
the adjutant general. Theirs will 
be the most important relation- 
ship in Frankfort for the next few 
months, as Beshear drafts a bud- 
get, tries to get a casino measure 
on the ballot over Williams' op- 
position, and deals with political 
questions such as the gubernato- 
rial role in races for the state Sen- 
ate (and perhaps the race for the 
U.S. Senate). 

Beshear went too far before 
the election in saying he would 
push for Democratic control of 
the state Senate next year. That 
prompted a warning from Will- 
iams, who must defend the inter- 
ests of his caucus. No one can 
reasonably expect Beshear to 
stay out of Senate elections, but 
he needs to hold out the prospect 
that Republicans who help him 
can get out of the Democratic 
bull's-eye. Some things gover- 
nors should say; others, they 
must merely do. 

At the same time, Williams 
cannot be as pugnacious as he 
was with Democrats during 
Patton's term. Then, the political 
wind was usually at Republicans' 
back. Today, it is mostly in their 
face, and voters are sick of bick- 
ering. 

Beshear's speech struck a bi- 
partisan, hopeful and realistic 
tone, welcoming Republican 
ideas and calling for "courage to 
cut back where we can now, in 
order to invest in what we must 
in the future." After the budget, 
his biggest challenge may not be 
getting casinos on the ballot, but 
solving the problem of state and 
local government pensions. He 
surely will have to disappoint 
supporters in organized labor, 
just as Patton did to salvage the 
workers' compensation system 
more than a decade ago. 

Beshear's career has some- 
times shown him to be a better 
student of policy than of politics, 
but he also seems to learn from 
his losses. Now, given a second 
chance in a new era, he has won 
a great victory — but the learn- 
ing curve may be steep. May he 
study well.

Legislators asked to tighten controls 
on mountaintop-removal coal mining 



When Kentucky legislators 
visited mountaintop-removal 
coal mines in Eastern Kentucky 
this month, they heard from re- 
gional author Silas House, who 
made one of the more cogent and 
eloquent arguments yet heard for 
tighter control of the practice in 
Central Appalachia. 

“Mountaintop removal is a 
case study in greed, in taking 
from the community without giv- 
ing back, in instant gratification,” 
House says, while acknowledg- 
ing deeply divided opinions in 
the region. “I can’t tell you how 
many people have written to me 
to thank me for standing up and 
saying that mountaintop removal 
is wrong, for speaking out for 
what I believe in. I also can’t tell 



you how many people have writ- 
ten me nasty letters, or have 
cussed me out, or have refused 
to speak to me at family gather- 
ings.” 

House says coal companies 
“brainwashed us to believe . . . 
Eastern Kentucky couldn’t make 
it without coal,” but once he saw 
mountaintop mining from the air, 
“I have never been the same 
since. I couldn’t believe that such 
disrespect could be done to the 
land, to the people, to my heri- 
tage. My convictions only thick- 
ened when I heard stories from 
the people.” 

House told the legislators, 
“I’m not asking you to ban coal 
mining. All I’m asking is for you 
to see the problems that 



mountaintop removal is causing, 
to see how it’s a sacrilege to the 
land, to stand up and say, ‘Now 
listen, we can mine coal, but 
we’ve got to do it with some in- 
tegrity, with some respect, with 
some compassion for the land 
and our people.’ To vote for more 
regulations and then to make sure 
that those restrictions are en- 
forced.” 

House is author of Clay's 
Quilt , A Parchment of Leaves and 
The Coal Tattoo. He is co-edit- 
ing a new nonfiction book about 
mountaintop removal, scheduled 
for publication in fall 2008. The 
tentative title is Something ’s Ris- 
ing. His Web site is 
www.SilasHouse.com.

Gov. says local option law will be included 
if casino gambling amendment approved 



Speaking to reporters in Lex- 
ington Dec. 14 following a 
speech at the Kentucky Chamber 
of Commerce’s Annual Policy 
Conference, Gov. Steve Beshear 
said he sees limited expanded 
gambling at racetracks and stra- 
tegic locations on the state’s bor- 
ders as a partial solution to the 
state’s budget problems. But he 
warned that it won’t be a quick 
fix. 

“It won’t be immediate even 
if this issue gets on the ballot and 
passes in November of next 
year,” he said. “It takes some 
time to create that revenue, but it 
gives us source that we should 
consider.” 

Voters might get the final say 
about whether casino gambling 
is allowed in their individual 
communities. 



Beshear told reporters if the 
legislature should vote to include 
a constitutional amendment al- 
lowing casino gambling, a “lo- 
cal option” provision will be in- 
cluded in either the amendment 
that would be included on the 
ballot or in the accompanying 
bills that must be passed by the 
legislature if the amendment is 
approved by the voters. 

In his comments to chamber 
members, the governor said he 
learned during the recent guber- 
natorial campaign that the pub- 
lic is afraid that casinos, once al- 
lowed, will spread all over the 
state and that revenue will not be 
spent as officials say it will be. 

These concerns can be satis- 
fied by a law to limit the number 
of gambling licenses that can be 
issued or by including the limit 



in a constitutional amendment 
that could be changed only by the 
voters, Beshear said. 

Decisions will have to be 
made soon on ways to add rev- 
enue or cut costs, so the state 
budget is balanced by June 30, 
the governor said. 

“I want people to understand 
where we are and what we are 
dealing with and that we are go- 
ing to have some serious situa- 
tions to address in terms of bal- 
ancing the books,” Beshear said. 
“We will balance it like every- 
body has to balance their check- 
books.” 

One avenue he does not plan 
to take, he said is to lay off state 
workers. “I don’t want to do 
that,” he said. “That’s not on my 
list.”

Household Hints 

• For mud stains on fabric, re- 
move dried mud from fabric, 
never rub a stain. Soak in one 
quart of warm water with one 
teaspoon of detergent and two 
tablespoons of white vinegar. Let 
it stand a few minutes and then 
rinse. If the stain persists dab it 
with alcohol and wash and rinse. 

• To remove smoke odor from 
clothing fill a bath tub with hot 
water, add one cup of vinegar, 
hang the clothes over the tub or 
close to it, the steam will make 
them smell fresh again. 

• For mildew on white cloth- 
ing. Mildew is the toughest stain 
to remove. Soak in white vinegar 
for ten minutes, dab with lemon 
juice and salt. Lay it out in the 
sunshine. Blot repeatedly with 
hydrogen peroxide, wash and 
rinse again. 

• To remove lipstick from fab- 
ric, soften the stain with vaseline, 
then dab it with alcohol, rub and 
wash. 

• To remove blood stains from 
white clothing, pour hydrogen 
peroxide on the stain, wipe the 
roam off with a dry cloth and re- 
peat until the stain is gone. Rinse 
and wash.

BULLET LADLE. The word 
bullet is from the French boulet , 
the diminutive of boule , “ball.” 
That is, it means “little ball.” 
Since the end of the sixteenth 
century, the term has referred to 
the projectile used with any type 
of small arms, regardless of its 
shape or size. 

Bullets were typically made 
of lead. A mold was used for the 
purpose, having a cavity into 
which the molten lead was 
poured to form bullets.

To accomplish this, a ladle 
was used, like the one pictured 
here — a stale of pioneer days. 
(Both the mold and the ladle 
were made of cast iron. This was 
produced by using iron that had 
a high carbon content, heating it 
by charcoal in a special furnace, 
and casting it in molds made of 
compressed sand. By 1840 it had 
mostly replaced wrought iron.)

process, using ladle and mold, as 
early as 1375. However, with the 
development of the cartridge 
during the nineteenth century, 
simple bullets became obsolete 
and so did the cast-iron imple- 
ments used to make them. 

But they remain as artifacts in 
museums or collectible in 
homes — in this case that of my 
aunt Lucille (Nickell) Haney of 
Lexington — durable reminders 
of an earlier time.

Wm “Ed” Hall, wrestling 
coach at CVS, dies Nov. 26 

He was devoted to his 
athletes and great 
promoter of sport

William “Ed” Hall never won 
a state title or coached a state 
champion during 25 years as 
wrestling coach at Chicago Vo- 
cational Career Academy. But his 
devotion to his athletes and the 
sport left a lasting legacy at the 
South Side school, colleagues 
and former students said. 

Mr. Hall, 61, who retired from 
the Chicago Public Schools in 
June, died of complications from 
multiple myeloma Monday, Nov. 
26, in Regency Hospital, in Por- 
tage, Indiana, his daughter, 
Carole O’Brien, said. 

Mr. Hall began coaching at 
Chicago Vocational, formerly 
known as CVS, in the early 
1980s. In order to recruit wres- 
tlers for his program, he initially 
went into the weight room and 
drafted football players for the 
team. Even when they protested, 
Mr. Hall managed to persuade the 
teens to try the sport, a former 
wrestler said. 

“He was a big man with a 
loud, booming voice,” said Jeff 
Jones, who wrestled on Hall’s 
teams from 1989 to 1993. “He 
wouldn’t take ‘no’ for an an- 



swer. 

Once the students began wres- 
tling many stuck with the pro- 
gram because of their coach’s 
avuncular style and the traditions 
he created. 

To foster camaraderie, he in- 
stituted a weekly movie night in 
which the wrestlers and coaches 
would meet for dinner at Old 
Country Buffet and then go to the 
movies. Mr. Hall always paid for 
the meals and tickets of the teens 
who couldn’t afford the outing, 
said Eric Gibbs, who took over 
as Chicago Vocational’s wres- 
tling coach following Mr. Hall’s 
retirement. 

“Nobody was ever left out be- 
cause they didn’t have the 
money,” Gibbs said. “He just told 
them not to worry about it.” 

Gibbs met Mr. Hall in 1995, 
when Gibbs was coach at a rival 
high school. One of Gibbs’ wres- 
tlers qualified for the state tour- 
nament, but the school couldn’t 
afford to send the athlete Down 
state for the meet, he said. When 
Mr. Hall learned of the situation, 
he offered them a ride to 
Champaign and a free hotel 
room. 

“He helped pay our way and 
he never asked for a dime,” 
Gibbs said. “That’s the type of 
person he was. He would help 
anyone who needed it. 

For Mr. Hall, the state tourna- 
ment was the most important date 
on the atlhetic calendar. He took 
the entire team Downstate for the 
championship, regardless of 
whether they qualified for the 
meet. He drove them in his sta- 
tion wagon and payed for the 
teens’ lodging, meals and souve- 
nirs during the weekend.

“He wanted to show the kids 
what they were working toward”, 
former assistant Leroy Morgan 
said. “He wanted to inspire them 
to achieve greatness.” 

In 1998, the school’s best sea- 
son eight wrestlers qualified for 
the state meet and the team fin- 
ished second in the city champi- 
onships, Gibbs said. 

Mr. Hall became interested in 
wrestling while growing up in 
Kentucky and northwest Indiana. 
One of eight children, he fol- 
lowed his father and brothers into 
the sport and later wrestled at 
Morehead State University in 
Kentucky, his daughter said. 

Mr. Hall was was a promoter 
of wrestling not just at Chicago 
Vocational but throughout the 
city. He regularly traveled with 
a stack of “CVS Wrestling” shirts 
and gave them to people who 
crossed his path. 

In homage to Mr. Hall’s ges- 
ture, several Chicago schools 
now exchange T-shirts before 
meets, Gibbs said. 

“Coach Hall probably gave 
out thousands of those shirts”, 
Gibbs said. “He was proud of the 
sport and wanted others to be 
proud of it too.” 

While coaching at Chicago 
Vocational, Mr. Hall worked for 
22 years at Las Cases Occupa- 
tional High School, a therapetic 
school for cognitively delayed, 
autistic or behavior disordered 
students on the South Side. He 
taught math at the school before 
becoming the dean of discipline 
in 2001. Principal Felix Winslow 
said. 

Though he was charged with 
enforcing the building’s rule Mr. 
Hall was a favorite among the 
students for his affiable nature 
and generosity, Winslow said. 

“He was a servant,” Winslow 
said. “He served children and he 
served the community. He reor- 
ganized people’s needs and he 
met them.” 

Mr. Hall is also survived by 
his mother, Eulah; another 
daughter, Kristine; brothers 
James, Gorden, Danny and 
Earnie; sisters Mary Labonte and 
Doris Gast; and 2 grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held at 
noon Friday, Dec. 1 at Edmond 
and Evans Funeral Home, Por- 
tage, Indiana.

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“Now is a good time to pro- 
tect yourself and your family by 
putting a flu shot on your holi- 
day list,” said William Hacker, 
M.D., commissioner of DPH and 
acting undersecretary for health 
at the Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services. “As the holi- 
days approach, people will be 
traveling and families will gather 
together, increasing the potential 
for exposure to the flu. We are 
strongly urging anyone who 
hasn’t received a flu vaccine, 
particularly those at high risk for 
complications related to the flu, 
to check with local health depart- 
ments or other providers.” 

Kentucky’s flu activity is cur- 
rently classified as “sporadic,” 
the lowest level of flu activity. 
The flu season can begin as early 
as October and last through May, 
and usually peaks between Janu- 
ary and March. The holiday sea- 
son is still a good time to get vac- 
cinated against the flu because it 
takes about two weeks for immu- 
nity to develop and offer protec- 
tion against flu. However, vac- 
cination can be given any time 
during the flu season, and this 
year there is a plentiful vaccine 
supply. 

Although almost anyone who 
wants protection against influ- 
enza can receive a flu shot, an- 
nual influenza vaccinations are 
particularly recommended for: 
all children ages 6-59 months (6 
months to 4 years of age); adults 
65 or older; people ages 2-64 
with chronic medical conditions 
such as heart disease, cancer, 
asthma or diabetes; women who 
will be pregnant during flu sea- 
son; residents of nursing homes 
and long-term care facilities; 
children 6 months to 18 years old 
on chronic aspirin therapy; 
health care workers; household 
contacts of children less than 6 
months old; and caregivers of 
people with medical conditions 
that put them at higher risk for 
severe complications from the 
flu. Healthy individuals ages 50 
to 64 are also strongly recom- 
mended to receive flu immuni- 
zations. 

Flu is responsible for approxi- 
mately 200,000 hospitalizations 
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and 36,000 deaths a year in the 
United States. While it can be a 
serious disease which can result 
in extended time away from 
work and school, influenza is 
preventable. Infection with the 
flu vims can cause fever, head- 
ache, cough, sore throat, runny 
nose, sneezing and body aches, 
according to the CDC. Infants 
and the elderly are most at risk 
of serious illness, hospitalization 
or death from the flu. 

In addition to flu vaccine, 
DPH strongly encourages all 
adults 65 or older and others in 
high risk groups to ask their 
health care provider about the 
pneumococcal vaccine. This vac- 
cine can help prevent a type of 
pneumonia, one of the flu’s most 
serious and potentially deadly 
complications. 

“The pneumococcal vaccine 
is extremely safe, effective, can 
be taken at any time of year and 
is currently available in an ad- 
equate supply,” Hacker said. 

Caused by bacteria, pneumo- 
coccal disease can result in seri- 



ous pneumonia, meningitis or 
blood infections. According to 
the CDC, pneumococcal disease 
kills more people in the U.S. 
each year than all other vaccine- 
preventable diseases combined. 
Between 20,000 and 40,000 
deaths are attributed to flu and 
pneumonia nationally each year, 
with more than 90 percent of 
those deaths occurring in people 
age 65 and older.

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MSU joins effort to attract 
and graduate adult students 



MOREHEAD, Ky. — 
Morehead State University has 
joined a statewide outreach ef- 
fort to attract and graduate adult 
students returning to college. 

MSU’s initiative, known as 
Project Graduate, involves sev- 
eral campus units all working in 
concert to support students’ aca- 
demic careers. Its purpose is to 
identify former students who 
have earned college credit, and 
assist them in re-enrolling in 
school and finishing their degree. 

Project Graduate developed 
from MSU’s membership in the 
Kentucky College Access Net- 
work (KentuckyCAN), which 
was funded by the Council on 
Postsecondary Education and the 
Prichard Committee for Aca- 
demic Excellence. 

Jacquelyn Scott, non-tradi- 
tional and commuter coordinator 
in the University’s Office of En- 
rollment Services, serves as 
MSU’s liaison for the project. 

“There are many adult stu- 
dents who were here in past years 
but who didn’t finish,” Scott 
said. “They’re just out there. 
Many of them had to go to work 
for one reason or another, and 
they had a lot of responsibilities, 
which is why they dropped out.” 

MSU’s goal, according to 
Scott, is to find former students 
and offer them the assistance 
they need to return to college to 



complete their education. It will 
involve the efforts of University 
personnel in the areas of admis- 
sions, financial aid, academic 
advising and registrar at the 
Morehead and all other regional 
campuses. 

“A lot of folks haven’t re- 
ceived the full benefit of having 
been here as a student, because 
they don’t have their degree,” she 
said. “We want them to know 
that we care about them as stu- 
dents and we want them to fol- 
low up on their dream.” 

Scott said there are more than 

3 10.000 Kentucky residents who 
have earned college credit but 
did not graduate. Of those, some 

11.000 have completed 90 or 
more course hours, which is 
about 75 percent of the credits 
required for a bachelor’s degree. 

MSU’s regional launch of 
Project Graduate is planned for 
January. The first group of tar- 
geted students should receive an 
initial contact letter and postcard 
in early January, in time to en- 
roll for the spring semester if 
they choose to do so. It is ex- 
pected that the project will have 
a greater impact on Fall 2008 
enrollment.

Performance bonus for 
MSU president approved 

Regents ratify requests 
for state funding for 
2008-10 opertions costs 



MOREHEAD, Ky., Dec. 6 — 
Morehead State University’s 
Board of Regents voted Thurs- 
day to establish the institution’s 
first-ever presidential perfor- 
mance bonus. 

Board Chair James H. Booth 
said an annual bonus of up to 40 
percent of President Wayne D. 
Andrews’ base salary is designed 
to reward his superior perfor- 
mance and to keep MSU com- 
petitive with other institutions 
looking for new chief executives 
in the future. 

“We want to send a clear sig- 
nal that President Andrews is 
doing an exceptional job and that 
we intend to keep him in the po- 
sition as long as he is an effec- 
tive leader,” Booth said. “We are 
proud to join the growing num- 
ber of institutions that have in- 
stituted performance bonuses to 
retain outstanding presidents.” 

Dr. Andrews, who is complet- 
ing his third year at MSU’s helm, 
said he is “gratified and 
humbled” by the board’s 



decision. His base salary is 
$238,000. He will be eligible for 
the bonus at the end of the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 

In other action at Thursday’s 
quarterly meeting, the Regents: 

•Approved the “Planning for 
Greatness” business plan to 
guide the institution’s efforts to 
increase enrollments and im- 
prove retention and graduation 
rates to meet statewide goals by 
2020. 

•Amended MSU’s surplus 
property disposition policy to al- 
low distribution to non-profit, 
non-religious organizations, as 
well as public schools and local 
government agencies. 

•Established a code of ethics 
for all MSU employees. 

•Ratified funding requests to 
the Council on Postsecondary 
Education for $51.6 million in 
state funds in 2008-09 and $54.4 
million in 2009-10 for operating; 
for $5.6 million in state match- 
ing funds for private gifts 
through the “Bucks for Brains” 
program; and $35.6 million for 
capital construction projects. 

•Accepted the 2006-2007 fis- 
cal audit conducted by the CPE 
firm of Dean, Dorton and Ford. 



Christmas tree safety tips 
from local fire department 



The West Liberty Fire Depart- 
ment would like to encourage all 
holiday participants to think fire 
safety this holiday season. Each 
year at this time 2,600 people are 
injured, causing close to $1 bil- 
lion in damages. According to the 
United States Fire Administra- 
tion, here are some tips to reduce 
your chances of becoming a holi- 
day fire casualty. 

• Selecting a tree: Always se- 
lect a fresh tree. Needles should 
be green and hard to pull back 



from the branches and the needle 
should not break if it has been 
freshly cut. Lift the tree and 
bounce the trunk on the ground. 
If a lot of needles fall it is not a 
fresh tree. 

• Caring for your tree: Keep 
your tree away from heating 
sources. Many people like to 
place their tree by the fire or will 
be using space heaters nearby; 
this will dry out the tree and cause 
a fire hazard. Keep your tree’s 
stand filled with water and do not 



keep a fresh cut tree longer than 
two weeks. (Follow this link to 
view how stunningly quick a 
whole room catches fire from a 
spark on a dry tree (this is public 
domain and may be used): http:/ 
/www.usfa.fema.gov/downloads/ 
media/tree_fire . mpeg . 

• Use candles with care: 
Candles can be dangerous, so if 
you use them make sure they are 
on stable holders and place them 
where they cannot be easily 
knocked down. Never place them 
on a tree or leave the house with 
them still lit and unattended. 

• Disposing of your tree: 
Never burn tree branches or 
needles in a fireplace or wood 
stove. When the tree becomes 
dry, discard it promptly by tak- 
ing it to a recycling center. 

As always, have working 
smoke detectors on every floor 
of your home and in every bed- 
room. Test them monthly and 
keep fresh batteries in them. The 
batteries should not be taken out 
to charge the children’s toys. 
Develop and practice an escape 
plan. By practicing these simple 
tips, you and your loved ones 
may stay safe during the holiday 
season.
